Some days later I saw for the first 
time Pelicanus crispus in a wild state.

fa deep water in search of a 


"JHaiB. ij-trrier's nest. I caught alive in 


I&y *b£nd a male little bittern as it 
crouched on the surface of the water. 
Some days later I saw for the first 
time Peiicanus crispus in a wild state 
Three of the great birds flew past, and 
later I saw several fishing and rest 
Ing on the sand 
We could not, how 


ever, approach them near enough for 
a photograph, even with the. telephoto 
lens. 


Traveling to a point farther south 


pelicans were found plentiful enough; 
In fact, we could see them with a 
Rood glass from the windows of my 
host's house. 
There were generally 


a dozen or so fishing or resting on 
the small islets in the lagoon. 
Hut 


they were very difficult to approach, 
•'and as soon as I saw them I began to 
doubt whether any of them bred there. 
They were nearly all of them immn 
ture birds; and though we put in a 
fortnight's real hard woik wading all 
over tho lagoon, and visiting all the 
islands and reed-beds, we failed to 
llnd any trace of a nesting-place 
Our 


satles. and a tent. 
By riding hard 


we did the journey in a day and a-half, 
and immediately set to work to make 
our preparations, so that we were 
able to start back the following morn- 
ing, preceded by two pack-horses 


Karly next morning we were again 


afloat, and after paddling across tho 
lagoon, a distance of perhaps a couple 
of miles, I was landed on the back of 
one of the inlands and left alone with 
the pelicans for six hours.

Weigh after It la chopped three 


Add to it a 
pound and a quarter of auet, chopped 
Rnd freed from strings, six pounds 
tart apples, preferably Baldwins or 
greenings, choppetl, six pounds sugar,

pounds currants washed and dried,

Shreds, three pints sweet cider, one 
quart of stock in which .the meat was 
boiled, three pints cider boiled down 
thick, throe tablesnoonfuls powdered 
cinnamon, two tablespoonfuls cloves, 
one tenspoonful each mace, allspice 
and nutmeg, two tablespoonfuls salt, 
one toaspoonful white pepper, one pint 
molasses, three pints jelly and as 
much more juice of preserves or jelly 
ns tho housewife may elect. lirnndy, 
sherry or rose water may be added 
•ttbo last if desirej. Chopped prunes 
are deemed better than currants by 
some cooks, while candied orange or 
lemon peel, a little cold tea or coffee 
may always be added with advantage. 
This mince meat may be scalded be- 
fore putting in the brandy or simply 
canned in glass jars or stone pots 
without cooking, its richness insuring 
its keeping. For tho flat dweller, with 
no store room facilities, this amount of 
lnluce meat might have to be halved 
or quartered, but with a good cellar or 
cold storage room the amount will be 
round just about right to last the win- 
ter for the average family with normal 
appetites.

Two distinct movements are now un- 


der way for the Improvement of tbe 
capital city of this republic. One of 
these la for the purpose of gradually v 
dbing away with tha slums and •!*• 
sanitary conditions which are to be 
found In Washington's back alley*. 
While hardly more than a beginning 
has been accomplished, the work of 
removing 
dilapidated, unwholesome 


shacks and hovels seem at least to be 
making some progress. It is to b« 
hoped that It can be pushed more 
rapidly in the future. 


The other scheme consists of a plan 


to appropriate ten millions to pur- 
chase outright and devote to govern- 
mental uses a tract of some 2,000,000 
square feet lying below Pennsylvania 
avenue 
and 
between 
the •apltol 


grounds and tHe White House. It in 
pointer! out that many of the depart-. 
ment buildings are overcrowded; that 
tho government is expending large 
Sums in rent for space in inadequate 
and insecure structures, and that the 
ground which it Is desired to buy 
would furnish abundant room on which, 
to erect stately public buildings in 
architectural harmony. The execution 
of this policy would undoubtedly add 
signally to the impresstveness of the 
capital. It ts also asserted, apparently 
with some reason, that it would be fat 
cheaper to buy It now than to wait 
until It is Imperatively required, when 
its present owners will be pretty sure 
to put prices up. 


In any event, congress, while It 


should not sanction waste or extrava- 
gance, should deal with the needs ot 
Washington in a spirit of judicious 
liberality, says the Philadelphia Bul- 
letin. The historic community on th« 
Potomac has superb facilities for de- 
velopment into a center worthy In aU 
respects of its political status.

Increasing American Purchases of the 


Italian Supply. 


Washington.—Complying with 
the 


request of a Kentucky firm as to the 
manner of getting 
out' briar wood 


blocks la Italy, ConsulJames A. Smith, 
ot Leghorn, submits the following In- 
formation: 


"The larger part of the Italian briar 


wood is found along the Mediterrane- 
an coast, extending from Savona on 
the north to Calabria on the south; 
the Ligurian-Riviera, Tuscany, Urn- 
brla, the Roman provinces, the three 
provinces of Calabria, as well as ths 
Islands of Corsica and Sardinia fur- 
nishing an abundant supply. The work 
of excavating the root of the briar 
wood tree is carried on from October 
until the end of May. A kind of grub- 
bing spade with one sharp edge for 
cutting away the large billet or heart 
of the root (the valuable part) from 
the surrounding small roots Is used In 
this work. The billet Is known as the 
ciocco. After being thoroughly cleaned 
and trimmed, it Is brought to the mill 
and by means of circular saws cut In- 
to small blocks corresponding rough- 
ly to the shape of a pipe bowl and 
stem. 
These blocks are of various 


sizes, depending upon the dimension 
and shape of the ciocco. 
Afterward 


they are immersed In boiling water (or 
a period of about 12 hours and then 
thoroughly dried. 


"Thli process completed, they ne- 
•orted. (tho Imperfect pieces 
being 


thrown aside), placed In large Jut 
bags, and are then ready for ship 
ment. The waste pieces unsuitable foi 
pipes are sold for firewood, being an 
excellent material for this 
purpose 


Exportations of briar wood from this 
district to the United States 
have 


shown a decided .increase* during th 
past few; years. In 1905, 11,904 bales 
were shipped, with a value of over 
$100,000. while during tbe Orst nine 
months of 1908 nearly 16,000 bales, 
with a value of over $125,000, were ex- 
ported from Leghorn.

town with Ills son and spent half a 
day putting It together. 
He had to 


buy a screw driver and some oil and 
sand paper and a few bolts to replace 
sumo that had been lost tn shipment.

You can't buy tho same class of 


goods any cheaper from the catalogue 
houses than from the 
local 
dealer, 


though one may 1hink ho can affer 
reading the catalogues. 
The 
differ- 


ence cornea In the quality of the goods. 
There Is a particular class of goods 
known as "mail order goods." This 
trado term is applied to cheap but 
showy goods and novelties which can 
be sold at a large profit, 
It means 


much the same thing as "street fakir 
goods" and, as is the case with street 
faktr goods, mail order goods are not 
handled by the regular jobbers and 
wholesalers. 
They cannot afford to 


handle them because their customers 
want better merchandise. The street 
fakir duplicates, in appearance, the 
jewelry carried by a first class Jew- 
elry house and makes largo 
profits. 


The catalogue 
merchant 
does the 


samfl thing but does it on a larger 
scale and much more cleverly.

Dr. Richard Strauss, the revolutionist of the 


mufilpal world who, has raised himself Into su- 
preme prominence by the extraordinary daring 
and originality of his opera "Salome," which has 
caused such a Curor in New York, must not be con- 
founded with tho Viennese waltz writers of tho 
same nanje. Dr. Strauss is a composer of quite 
another brand and has become the rock on which 
the musical world has split. 


Ho has been the Hofkapollmeister in Berlin 


and lias conducted an orchestra there, but as a 
musician hu Is best known as the writer of sym- 
phonic jKK>;ns or "programme music" of an ultra 
modern tyj.o; and in compositions of this class 
ho has been called the apostle of tonal ugliness, 
the Turner ot musical literature and one who has 
begun where Wagner left off. Believing in tlie suggestive power of a printed 
schemo. he not only presents tonal embodiments of persons and scenes, but 
has endeavored to suggest the metaphysical pessimism of Nietzsche In bis 
"Also Spracht ZnrathtuBtra." But of more human interest is his attempt in 
his musical score to trace the shining details of romance. Thus In "Don 
Quixote." marginal notes'in the score enable one to follow the knight through 
an Ingenious symbolizing of his reading oJ romances, his confusion or thought, 
his insanity, his wanderings, his hallucinations and his mishaps. 


It was as the representative of this style of writing that Dr. Strauss came 


to America with his wife, Paulina Strauss de Ahne, the singer, In 190-1. They' 


I were heard In Detroit in concert in which Strauss played on the piano his 
own compositions and his wife sang. Although a great composer, he illus- 
'trated his business spirit during his American tour by closing it with a con- 
cert in a department store. 


"Salome," however, is the work by which Strauss has created a »ensa- 


tlon and refilled his colfers. Reviewers who witnessed it in Germany or New 
York (It has been barred from London and Paris) were convinced at once 
that heretofore Strauss' labor as a programme writer has been futile and 
-that his original style is best adapted to opera where the scenes, the acting 
and all the stage accessories lend assistance In forming the mental picture 
and sensation which the music strives to interpret. 


He has no affectations or peculiarities of manner.

After tho war be was sent to the China statioa 
for four years, and in 1S09 he returned to become an instructor In Annapolis 
and afterward headed several departments there. From 1874-78 he was In 
command of the Blnke, a coast survey steamer, and so Important were the 
results of his Investigations that several governments honored him with 
medals and honorary degrees. He commanded later the Kearsarge, Date, 
Constellation, Portsmouth, Maine, St._Paul and Texas. During the Spanish 
war he commanded the St. Paul, auxiliary war vessel, and was advanced by 
act of congress for extraordinary heroism from bla captaincy to become a 
rear admiral.

lens. 


Traveling to a point farther south 


pelicans were found plentiful enough; 
In fact, we could see them with a 
good glass from the windows of my 
host's house.

a dozen or so fishing or resting on 
the small islets in the lagoon. Hut 
they were very difficult to approach, 
•'and as soon as I saw them I be^au to 
doubt whether any of them bred there. 
They were nearly all of them imnm 
ture birds; and though we put hi a 
fortnight's real hard woik wading all 
over the lagoon, and visiting all the 
islands and reed-beds, \>e failed to 
llnd any trace of a nesting-place 
Our 


doubts were confirmed by tho local 
fishermen who declared that they had 
not nested there for many years. Wo 
tried lying in wait for them, driving 
them, stalking them and setting tho 
«Iectrlc camera for them, leaving it 
out all night In the hope oE catching 
them In the early morning. 
Put all 


our efforts were of no avail. 


At this point the map was studied 


1n the hope of finding some likely lo- 
cality, and finally, we determined to 
ride to some distant lakes and lagoons, 
taking a few necessaries on a pacK- 
horse, enough to last us three or four 
days. 
After sleeping two nights, one 


at the house of a Hey, who regaled us 
with a lamb roasted whole, and the 


' Interminable courses of a Turkish din- 


ner, and sent us on our way with 
two of bis armed retainers as guides 
«nd guards, and another at the house 
of a well-to-do peasant, we finally, on 
the third morning, after riding through 
most d^Hcult country, found the peli- 
cans' flHRng-place. As we Bat, each 
in the bottom of a rude dug-out canoe, 
propelled by a Turkish fisherman, we 
could see in the distance a line of 
white objects on the horizon. These, 
they toy} us, were the pelicans on 
their iiests. 
Welcome sight. 
When 


we could begia, to make them out 
through our glasses, they appeared to 
be in front of some tamarisk bushes 
on tho shore. But afterwards we found 
that instead of being on the farther 
shore, as we had supposed, they were 
*on two small, low, sandy islets, bare 
of any vegetation more than one foot 
high. After taking a few photographs 
with the limited number of plates 
brought with us, and securing several 
i clutches of eggs, we hurried back with 
" tiie Intention of coming again with a 


supply of photographic neces 


satiop. and n tent. 
By riding hard 


we did tho Journey in a day ami a-half, 
and Immediately set to work to make 
our preparation^, so that we wore 
able to start back the following morn- 
iiuT, preceded by two pack-horses 


Karly next morning we were again 


afloat, and after paddling across tho 
lasoon. a distance of perhaps a couple 
of miles, I was landed oil the back of 
ono of the islands ami loft alone with 
the pelicans for six hours.

harrying tht-m and moving quietly and 
slowly there was no great difficulty in 
gradually approaching them 
They 


soon seemed to recogulze, us do most 
birds if treated judiciously, that there 
was no danger, ami after a \vhile \ 
was working away within 12

undue alarm. 
At lat-t I uas within 


reach of the^e great birds \\hkh had 
eluded me so long, find could watch 
them solemnly s i t t i n g on their ne^ts 
and fettling their half-grown young. 
These \oung wore cuiious objects, as 
bis as geese, coverall with a slioi t dir- 
ty vihiie down, \\ i t h l"aden colored 
feet and beaks, and small pouches of 
the same dull culor. There were ninny 
bigger ones swimming about nearly 
as larne vis their parents.

about a ninny; the pelicans in the most 
familiar and impudent manner wore 
several hooded crows and Mediterran- 
ean herring-gulls. The fishermen told 
us that the eagles frequently came to 
eit i'<e voung pelicans; and hard by 
the nearly-devoured carcass o£ a half- 
grown pelican wo picked up the flight 
feather of an imperial eagle.

fishermen might naturally be expected 
to look upon the pelicans as rivals In 
business; in fact, i had been told that 
Turkish fishermen destroy the eggs 
and Yieats whenever they can.

we found on the contrary, to our sur- 
prise, that they had a sort of supersti- 
tious regard or re\ ere nee for them, 
and were most unwilling to have any 
of them injured or killed.

MISSOURI PROPHET PREDICTS BY 


DATA OF YEARS. 


Each Decade Much Like One Before 


—Mild Winter Means Big Wheat 


Crop, But Visitation of 
Lo- 


custs U Due In Summer. 


Macon, Mo.—Macon has a weather 


prophet whose forecasts beetn to hit 
tho bull's-eye. 
In the, latter part of 


August, U)OG, ho made this statement, 
anil files of the local papers verify it: 


'This will be a fine year to sow 


wheat. 
But it must be In before the 


20th of September; it will be useless 
to do any planting after that. "We are 
going to have a mild winter, and that 
means a big wheat yield." 


This weather soothsayer's name Is 


August T. Glahn. He is about 55, and 
operates a 200 acre farm east of Ma- 
con. 
Such confidence have the farm- 


era of Macoa and Shelby counties in 
Mr. Claim's forecasts that they plant- 
ed many thousands of acres of wheat 
in excess of the normal acreage. 


And so far the weather has borne 


out Mr. Glahn's predictions to the let- 
ter. 
The winter In these parts has 


been one of unusual mildness, wUh 
frequent springlike rains. 
The ther- 


mometer has rarely pone lower than 
25 above zero, and has more often 
hovered about 50. 


Mr. Glahn uses no wizard's wand, 


no crystal globes, and no occult aid 
of any sort to tell a year In advance 
what Uncle Sam's weather observer 
will report. He carries with him. a lit- 
tle book, well-thumbed with the pass- 
Ing years, and full of Interesting data 
compiled from 60 years buck on down 
to date. 


Mr. Claim's father was the first his- 


torian. 
He took a notion that tho 


weather came in cycles, and his ob- 
ject was to learn the extent of those 
cycles. 
After 11 years of close ob- 


servation of his weather diary, he 
camo to the conclusion that the sea- 
sons repeated themselves every dec- 
ade; that each year in a decade had 
a brand of weather peculiar to itself. 


Now and then, in a long while, there 


was a break—a cog slipped some- 
where in tho universe. 
But 
such 


things were rare. 
Tho harmony of 


the years was as the assurance of the 
salvation to the just. What happened 
in 1S45 was bound to happen In 1855. 
There was no getting' around It. The 
diary was continued on until 
the 


twentieth century, the son taking up 
(he work when the father passed into 
a land where the storms of life do not 
fimible. 
Now the younger historian, 


su-t I ing w ell along in years, has, he 
rliiinis. demonstrated his father's the- 
ory beyond any sort of doubt, and lie 
is giving his farmer friends the bene- 
fit of It. 


"The harvoj-t of this year will be 


dry," said Mr. Glahn. 
"The sevens 


have been almost uniformly dry since 
1S10, and arc flue years for small 
grain. 
This year will be good for 


peaches, and also the year following. 
Including 1906, this will give us three 
good peach years in succession. 
Tho 


sevens and eights are always fine for 
this fruit. 


"But there is one ominous fight for 


us this year. There will be a visita- 
tion of locusts, which will last about 
six weeks. 
The locusts come every 


13 years without fall. 
The 
record 


shows that they were here In 1842, 
1S55, 1SGS, 1SS1 and 3S94. That puts 
them due in 1907. 


"Being forewarned, however, 
the 


farmer can turn his hogs and chick- 
ens into his orchards, and they will 
oat up the pests nearly as fast as they 
germinate. 
The locusts have never 


done near as much damage in this 
section as the grasshopper and are 
not to be dreaded as much. 


"Unless In unusually large numbers 


they will not oat small grain. 
They 


devour the slender stalks of wheat, 
but don't touch the stronger stalks. 
They will appear in the latter part of 
May and disappear about the 1st of 
August. 
The hogs should be turned 


Into the orchards during April. 
The 


locusts make fine feed for hogs and 
chickens. They liko them and thrive 
wonderfully on the insects. 


"Corn will do fairly well, but may 


not be quite up to the average. 
Next 


September will be a Httle too dry for 
that grain. 
Wheat Is the thing for 


the husbandman to stick to In 1907 
If he has the right character of sol! to 
develop It. 
The season is bound to 


do the rest."

TO BEAUTIFY THE ClTY. 


Improvement* that Arc Planned at th> 


National Capital. 


Two distinct movements are now un- 


der way for the improvement of Old 
capital city of this republic. One of 
these Is for the purpose of gradually , 
dbing away with the slum» and i»- 
sanitary conditions which are to be 
found in Washington's back alleys. 
While hardly more than a beginning 
has been accomplished, the work of 
removing 
dilapidated, unwholesome 


shacks and hovels seem at least to be 
making some progress. It is to be 
hoped that it can, bo pushed, more 
rapidly in the future. 


The other scheme consists of a plan 


to appropriate ten millions to pur* 
chase outright and devote to govern- 
mental uses a tract of some 2,000,000 
square feet lying below Pennsylvania 
avenue 
and 
between 
the •apltol 


grounds and the White House. It is 
pointed out that many of the depart-, 
ment buildings are overcrowded; that 
tho government is expending large 
Sums In rent for space in inadequate 
and insecure structures, and that the 
ground -which it is desired to b«y 
would furnish abundant room on which 
to erect stately public buildings In 
architectural harmony. The execution 
of this policy would undoubtedly add 
signally to the impressivenesa of the 
capital. It ts also asserted, apparently 
with some reason, that it would be Cai 
cheaper to buy it now than to wait 
until It is Imperatively required, when 
its present owners will be pretty sure 
to put prices up. 


Jn any event, congress, while It 


should not sanction waste or extrava- 
gance, should deal with the needs ot 
Washington in a spirit of judicious 
liberality, says the Philadelphia Bul- 
letin. The historic community on tb« 
Potomac bas superb facilities for de- 
velopment into a center worthy In aU 
respects of Its political status. 
Nig- 


gardly economy regarding its require- 
ments would be short sighted and 
foolish.

I have" heard 
them talk about it and shake their 
heads and say: 
'Too much 
power1 


there!1 The press is more powerful 
than money."

weeklies, and he knew how closely 
they were read, writes Charles M 
/larger, in the Atlantic.

Briar Wood Pipe Material. 


Increasing American Purchases of the 


Italian Supply. 


Washington.—Complying with the 


request of a Kentucky firm as to the 
manner of gelling out' briar wood 
blocks la Italy, ConsulJames A. Smith, 
ot Leghorn, submits the following In- 
formation: 


"The larger part of the Italian briar 


wood Is found along the Mediterrane- 
an coast, extending from Savona on 
:he north to Calabria on the south; 
.he Llgurlan-Riviera, Tuscany, Urn- 
brla, the Roman provinces, the three 
provinces of Calabria, as well as tha 
slancls of Corsica and Sardinia fur- 
nishing an abundan. supply. The work 
of excavating the root of the briar 
wood tree Is carried on from October 
until the end of May. A kind of grub- 
bing spade with one sharp edge for 
cutting away the large billet or heart 
>f the root (the valuable part) from 
he surrounding small roots Is used In 
his work. The billet Is known as the 
ilocco. After being thoroughly cleaned 
and trimmed. It Is brought to the mill 
and by means of circular saws cut in- 
o small blocks corresponding rough- 
y to the shape of a pipe bowl and 
torn. 
These blocks are of various 


lies, depending upon the dimension 
nd shape of the dooco. 
Afterward 


hey are Immersed In boiling water for 


period of about 12 hours and then 


thoroughly dried. 


"Thl» - process completed, they no 


«crt«d. (the Imperfect nL«aa« 
being 


thrown aside), placed In large Jute 
bai;g, and are then ready for ship- 
ment. The waste pieces unsuitable for 
plpea are sold for firewood, being an 
excellent material for this 
purpose. 


Exportalions of briar wood from Hi la
